This is a decision on the petition filed June 27, 2003/ pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.137(b), to revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The above-identified application became abandoned as a result of 
petitioner's failure to timely file an Appeal Brief (and fee) 
within the time period provided in 37 CFR 1.192(a). A final 
Office action was mailed on March 21, 2002, which set a shortened 
statutory period for reply of three months. Petitioner obtained 
a three month extension of time and filed a Notice of Appeal on 
September 30, 2002 (certificate of mailing dated September 18, 
2002) . Accordingly, the two month period of time^ (extendable 
under 37 CFR 1.136(a)) for filing the Appeal Brief started to run 
from September 30, 2002. No Appeal Brief having been filed and 
no further extensions of time having been received, the above 
identified application became abandoned on December 1, 2002. The 
mailing of this decision precedes the mailing of a Notice of 
Abandonment . 

With the instant petition, the petitioner filed a Request for 
Continued Examination (RCE) together with a Preliminary 
Amendment, and met all other requirements for a grantable 
petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b). 

Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.136, an extension of time must be filed 
prior to the expiration of the maximum period obtainable for 
reply to avoid abandonment. Accordingly, since the $1,970 
extension of time fee submitted with the petition on June 27, . 
2003 was .subsequent to the maximum period obtainable. for reply 
(April 30, 2003), this fee has been refunded to petitioner's 
Deposit Account No. 08-1641. 
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The application file is being forwarded to Technology Center 1600 
for processing of the RCE and the Preliminary Amendment, filed 
June 27, 2003.
